CONVERT. 


Wilson Enlisted by 
the Women. 


Democracy is for Mother and 
Sister Just the Same as 
for Father. 


“Make it an Issue in All the 
States.” Advice of the 
President. 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 25.— 
W Speaking as a party leader 

and as an individual, Presi- 
dent Wilson today urged the woman 
suffrage issue upon the voters of all 
States. He told a delegation of 100 
members of the New York State 
woman suffrage party that- he hoped 
their campaign would be successful 
and urged men of all parties in New 


frage. 

The war, said the President, has 
quickened community expressions 
and made the present a good time 
for States to express their 
ments at the polls on the suffrage 
question. He said he would wel- 
come these expressions especially at 
this time, since in the prosecution 
the war socia] foundations must 
sound. One basic principle con- 


iributing to this condition, he de- 
clared, is complete democracy’ for 


women. 
The President praised the ca- 
pacity, ability, resources and vision 
of New York women in conducting 
the suffrage campaign and asked 
the delegation to convey his mes- 
sage to the voters of New York 
State. 
Neither the President nor. Mrs. 
Norman de R. Whitehouse, who as 
spokesman for the delegation, asked 
the President for an expression on 
the campaign, made any reference 
to the White House picketing ac- 
tivities of the militants of the Wom- 
an’s party. The women were re- 
ceived by the President in the 


least room of the White House. 


BACK TO NEW YORE. 
The suffrage delegation returned 
to New York tonight confident that 
the President’s enthusiastic en- 


dorsement would have its effect at 
the election November 6. 

Special significance was placed 
by many of the New York delega- 
tion on the fact that the President's 
advocacy of suffrage had not been 
affected by the tactics of militant 
suffragists of the Woman's Party. 

Officials of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association de- 
clared their future plans will] be de- 
termined largely by the New York 
results. If suffrage carries, they 
said, suffrage campaigns would be 
started within the next year in many 
States. If New York and Ohio, 
where there also is to be a vote next 
month, defeat suffrage, efforts may 
be centered on the Federal amend- 
ment, pending before Congress. A 
programme will be determined at 
the convention here December 12. 

THE ADDRESS. 

The President, addressing the suf- 
fragists, said: 

“It is with great pleasure that I 
receive you. I esteem it a privilege 
to do so. I know the difficulties which 
you have been working under in New 
York State, so clearly set forth by 
Mrs. Whitehouse, but in my judg- 
ment thos@ difficulties cannot 
usel as an excuse by the 
leaders of any party or i 0by 


ing the questions which you are 
pressing upon them. Because, after 
all, the whole world now is witness- 
ing a struggle which goes deeper and 
touches more of the foundations of 
the organized life of men than any 
struggle that hae ever taken place, 
and no settlement of the questions 
that lie on the surface can satisfy a. 
situation which requires that the 
questions which lie underneath and 
at the foundation should also be 
settled and settled right. I am free 
to say that I think the question of 
woman suffrage is one of those 
questions which lie at the founda- 
tion. 

‘The world has witnessed a slow 
political reconstruction, and men 
have generally been obliged to be 
satisfied with the slowness of the 
process. In a sense, it is wholesome 
that it should be slow because then 
it is solid and sure, but I believe 
that this war is going so to quicken 
the convictions and the conscious- 
ness of mankind with regard to po- 
litical questions that the speed of 
reconstruction will be greatly in- 
creased, And I believe that just 
because we are quickened by the 
questions of this war we ought to be 
quickened to give this question of 
woman suffrage our immediate con- 
sideration. 

“As one of the spokesmen of a 
great party, I would be nothing less 
than obeying the mandates of that

AMERICA AS A FACTOR 
HASTEN WAR’S END. 


ONDON, Oct. 25.—The war 
- broke suddenly and caught 

the British nation unpre- 
prepared. Peace may come 
suddenly, but it will not catch 
the British unprepared. 
The recent resounding 
speeches declaring against 
peace, pacifism, Boloism and a 
let of other “isms must be 
read in the light of events as 
they exist today in Europe, not 
on the basis of conditions as 
they are in America after six 
months preparation for war. 
Europe’s viewpoint is not that 
of America and it is well that 
Americans should appreciate. it. 

RECORD FACTS. 

No peace prophecies are ven- 
tured, but simply record facts 
and rumors which are flooding 
Europe. 

First, there are a lot of peo- 
ple going to be disappointed if 
there is not an armistice by 
next April. 

Second, Germany, through vari- 
ous representatives—frequently 
neutrals—its now maintaining 
consistent overtures to the vari- 
ous Allied belligerents. In sev- 
eral cases practically straight 
offers have been made, but gen- 
erally the gesture is made 
through a third party. It is 
significant that every offer has 
originated with the Central 
Powers. 

THE AMERICAN .FACTOR. 


Third, every person who sup- 


ports the idea of an armistice in 


the spring bases his belief on 
the supposition that »b that 
time, America will have ome 
a considerable military factor 
and that the Germans are too 
good business people to elect to 
continue the war without of- 
fering terms which will be ac- 
ceptable to the. Allies. 

Though peace is the one sub- 
ject uppermost in the minds of 
all Europe, it is studiously 
avoided, after the fashion of the 
poker player who guards a full 
house or a bob-tailed straight 
with the same idiotic empty ex- 


pression. Peace making and 
poker playing hold a lot in 
common. 


There is not a question that 
the Entente Allies ed to 
win a satisfactory peace in 1917, 
and laid their plans according- 
ly. Peace has been postponed 
for a number of reasons, the 
chief of which is the collapse of 
Russia as a military factor and 
the entry of America on the side 
of the Allies. Having expected 
peace, they began to prepare 
for reconstruction with hardly 
less effort than they prepared 
for war. :

A MARKED CHANGE. 

Compared with all former 
offers, this latest suggestion of 
the enemy to Italy reflects «a 
marked change. The activities 
of the Socialists there are not 
due entirely to discontent with 
ecnomic conditions at large, 
but to the fact that they have 
learned the terms of the offer. 

Though the German game 
calls for considerable conces- 
sions in regard to Belgium, Al- 
eace-Lorraine, Tren and 
Trieste, they are made only the 
price of compensating conces- 
sions from Russia. The Ger- 
mans are showing the greatest 
energy in creating a satisfac- 
tory peace atmosphere in that 
country. There it is possible 
for them to negotiate openly. 

Tt is noticeable that in the 
last fortnight the power of the 
Russian extremists has been 
waning, but what has really 
happened is that the govern- 
ment has convinced the people 
it stands for “the defense of the 
country,’ speedy improvement 
in economic conditions and an 
early general peace.

PARADE IN NEW YORK 


THE LIBERTY LOAN. 


Fifth Avenue the Scene of an Inspiring 


‘Spectacle for the Bonds. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


EW YORK, Oct. 25,—Fifth 
Avenue, through which many 


patriotic pageants have passed 
since the United States joined the 
Entente Allies in the war, was the 
scene today of another inspiring 
spectacle when 20,000 marchers 
paraded from Washington Square 
to Central Park in a demonstration 
designed to typify New York's en- 
thusiasm for the Liberty Loan. 

Headed by am armored “tank” 
fresh from the British fighting front 
and manned by the crew which had 
driven this latest engine of war over 
the battlefields of France; the pa- 
rade marched to the Sheep Meadow 
in Central Park while airplanes hov- 
ering over the line of march 
dropped thousands of Liberty Loan 
“bombs” upon the throngs in the 
streets and upon housetops. 

The celebration réached a climax 
when the marchers joined the 30,000 
spectators In the Sheep Meadow to 
witness the rechristening of the Ger- 
man submarine “U.C.-5" as the “U- 
Buy-A-Bond.” After the standard of 
the German Empire had been low- 
ered from the wireless staff of the U- 
boat and the colors of Great Britain 
and America run up, Secretary of 
the Navy Daniele delivered an ad- 
dress in which he referred to the 
countrv’s naval activities. 

BOAT RECHRISTENED. 

“We have rechristened this boat 
today,” Mr. Daniels said, “but if I 
were to attend the christening of 
every ship the navy launches for 
the next year, I would attend, a 
christening every day. America is 
mobilized to strengthen the navy, 
our first arm of defense. We are 
now building as many destroyers as 
the facilities of our country will per- 
mit.” 

“Some months ago,” he con- 
tinued, “the American people were 
gratified to read in the morning pa- 


}pers thet a number of American 
destroyers had appeared ‘over 
there.” It had not been announced, 
but the navy, ready to send its last 
ship to the place where it can make 
liself felt most in the struggle, had 
seen that the best antidote to the 
submarine was the destroyer. en 
this company of brave _ sailors, 
manning these destroyers, arrived in 
the waters around England, the 
British admiral, speaking to the 
commanding officer, said: 

“‘How soon will you be ready? 
and the answer was ‘we are ready 
now. This answer echoed around 
the world. 

“T dare say nobody except sailors 
understand what it is to tread the 
deck of a destroyer going at fast 
speed in the North Sea. There is no 
service a man can render calling for 
more nerve and sacrifice, And yet I 
do not believe there is a man in the 
navy who isn’t anxious for that serv- 
ice. They come and beg to be sent 
upon it, because where the fighting 
is the hottest is where the naval of- 
fier and the naval recruit wish to be.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.-——Stan- 
Gardization of bread as the result 
of investigations by government ex- 
perts soon will be announced by the 
food administration. Benjamin 
Jacobs of the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Bureau of Chemistry, who 
has been making tests and investi- 
gating the cost of ingredients and 
labor, and other factors in the bak- 
ing industry, has submitted his re- 
port to Food Administrator Hoover. 

While eventually the bakers will 
be brought under a Federal licens- 
ing system, there is no likelihood of 
such action by November 1, when 
the licensing feature of the food law 
will be extended to some lines of 
industry. The food administration is 
working on its plans for a standara 
weight loaf at a fixed price. 

It is recognized that the only way 
to enforce the fixed standard weight 
and price will be by putting the bak- 
ers of the country under license. 
That will be arranged as soon as 
possible. A separate proclamation by 
the President will be required to 
extend the licensing plan to bakers, 
not’ provided for in the food law.

JASSY (Rumania) (via Petro- 
grad) Oct. 23.—Rumania will fight 
to the bitter end until the struggle 
for freedom of the world and the 
restoration of the rights of small 
nations is achieved, Queen Marie of 
Rumania today said to the Asso- 
ciated Press. America’s entry into 
the war and the aid given Rumania 
has renewed the strength and hope 
of Rumania. 

“Never will we lay down our arms 
until the cause to which we have 
consecrated our lives is vindicated,” 
deciared the Queen, her voice full 
of determination and emotion. At- 
tired in the uniform of a Red Cross 
nurse, she presented a picture of 
simplicity and dignity. 

Since the removal of the Ru- 
manian government to Jassy, the 
royal family has resided in a builg- 
ing formerly occupied as army head- 
quarters. One room set aside for 
the Queen contains a sewing ma- 
chine with which the Queen makes 
garments for soldiers. e Queen 
was knitting a woolen cap for a 
soldier as she talked to the corre- 
spondent. 

America’s ald, Queen Marie de- 
clared, came at the crucial hour 
when the need wae greatest. 

“Our hearts prarmed with grati- 
tude,” she eaid, “and our hopes 
were reinspired by this evidence of 
Amefica’s generosity. I wish the 
Associated Press to convey my most 
sincere thanks to the entire Amer- 
ican nation for the noble way in 
which it has come to our assistance 
in the hour of suffering. I am 
aware that millions of your peo- 
ple, even the most humble, made 
this ald possible by contributions. 
Thetefore, I hope my voice, convey- 
ing my heart-felt gratitude, will 
reach every corner of the States, 
penetrate even the smallest home 
and be heard at the humblest table 
around the poorest hearth.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Elimi- 
nation of excessive commission to 
brokers, commission merchants and 
auctioneers of food is provided by 
special regulations effective Novem- 
-ber 1, under the Federal licensing 
system, to be operated by the food 
administration.

SHIP BATTLES 
WITH A U-BOAT. 


a Port in France. 


Seven of the Crew Wounded 
in the Engagement. 


Craft is Officially Identified 
as a Luckenbacher. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

A FRENCH SEAPORT, Oct, 24.— 
Escaping from a German submarine 
after a bitter fight lasting nearly 
four hours and with seven of her 
crew wounded, two of them gserious- 
ly, an American steamer arrived 
here this morning from an Ameri- 
can port. The timely intervention 
of an American torpedo boat alone 
saved the ship from being sent to 
the bottom. 


A few hours after the vessel had 
entered the danger zone, a lookout 


of |sighted a submarine pn the. port 


bow, but before he h time to re- 
port its presence the submarine fired 
a shot which missed the stern of the 
ship by but a few yards. The captain 
immediately sent out a wireless call 
for assistance as the tion of the 
submarine was such that escape was 
nearly impossible, 

The gun crews of the submarine 
and the steamer then began to ex- 
change shots. The chief gunner 
of the steamer opened fire at a 


‘lrange of $000 yards, but all the 


shots fell short. The submarine 
kept maneuvering to keep out of the 
range of the steamer’s guns, at the 
same time maintaining a running 
fire in an effort to disable then. 
The merchant ship, after altering 
her course, started at full speed in 
an attempt to escape. 

The stubbornness of the battle is 
indicated by the fact that the sub- 
marine fired 234 shots at the steam- 
er, which responded with more than 
260 shots. 

After the fight had continued 
about two hours and several shots 
had struck the ship, wounding four 
men, one shell hit the vessel and 
exploded in the engine-room, put- 
ting the engines out of commission 
and rendering the ship helpless. The 
German commander then  ap- 
proached nearer and the submarine 
continued to rain shells upon the 
disabled craft. 

A high sea was running and there 
seemed little hope of saving the 
ship, when a low streak of black 
smoke was sighted on the horizon. 
It later proved to be an Amerimn 
torpedo boat destroyer coming at 
full speed, running into the 
sea and at times nearly disappear- 
ing from view. 

The destroyer had oe the 
calls for aid sent out by the steam- 
er and traveled at a speed of as high 
as thirty knots to come to her as- 
sistance. She tmmediately made 
for the submarine, which dived and 
disappeared beneath the surface. 
The American warship circled about 
the spot, dropping a few depth 
charges, but no more signs of the 
U-boat were seen. 

While coming to the steamer’s as- 
sistance the destroyer kept —e 
assuring messages euch as “Hol 
on:” “Stick, we are coming.” 

The steamer’s wireless apparatus, 
however, had been disabled soon 
after the fight began and the mes- 


Sages Were not received, so that the

than the American Atlantic sea- 


Ships, wheat and hogs are the 
great needs emphasized by Mr. 
Hoover. He said deepest concern 
has been caused by the fact that in 
spite of high prices this country’s 
pork consumption had increased dur- 
ing the war until production has 
been outstripped; a situation that 
must be changed 

“If we discontinue exports.” Mr. 
Hoover added, “we will move the 
German line from France to the 
Atlantic seaboard, 

“Pork products have an influerce 
In this present world situation wider 
than one would ordinarily attribute 
to them. The human body must 


jhave a certain amount of fat; we 


must increase production of hogs 
if we are to answer the word's 
craving. 

“Every pound of fat ts as sure of 
service as every bullet, and every 
hog is of greater value to the win- 
ning of this war than a shell.” 

As to wheat the administrator said 
the Allies’ deficiency of production 
is 196,000,000 bushels with imports 
of 677,700,000 bushels required to 
maintain normal consumption. He 
estimated the aggregate American, 
Canadian, Australian, Indian and 
Argentine export surplus at 7790,- 
000,000 bushels, but pointed out that 
lack of shipping made it necessary 


for this country and Canada to bear

PLOT TO EXTEND BIRD AND 
GAME SEASON ALLEGED. 


Under the Guise of “Food Preser- 
vation” the Hotels and the Cafe 
Proprietors are Alleged to Have 
Joined Hands to Make the Hunt- 
ing Season Longer. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Under 
the guise of food preservation, hotel 
and restaurant men of the country 
are accused of a shrewd attempt to 
lengthen the season in which birds 
and game are destroyed. The Hotel 
and Restaurant Committee of the 
food administration, composed of 
sixteen men prominent in their line 
of business, have recommended that 
the United States government urge 
the States to lengthen their game 
and fish seasons. 

Officers of the National Associa- 
tion of Andubon Societies, the big 
bird protective organization of the 
country, with a membership of over 
300,000, regard the new move as a 
shrewd measure on the part of the 
hotel and restaurant men to try to 
get more game sales. 

In a letter written to Mr. Her- 
bert C. Hoover, food administrator, 
concerning this recommendation, T. 
Gilbert "Pearson, secretary of the as- 
sociation, says: 

“Our knowledge of their past rec- 
ord in game matters leaves no other 
conclusion. The committee’s recom- 
mendation, if adopted, would tend 
to widen game destruction. Every- 
body knows how the hotels and res- 
taurants charge for game on the 
bill of fare. I regard the recom- 
mendation as iniquitous, unneces- 
sary and in exact contravention of 
your food-control programme, in 
that it undoubtedly opens the way 
for the destruction of birds that 
help keep down insects that destroy 
food crops. We regard the preserva- 
tion of the birds‘as a vital war 
measure. If there ever was a time 
in the history of America when we 
needed to preserve our wild bird 
life it is now.”

000 tax each besides the other taxes 
that the government imposed upon 
them. 

The price of drinks of whisky has 
been advanced since October 4, the 
cate on which the new tax went in- 
to effect, from 15 cents to 25 cents 
each.

MAY CLOSE DOORS. 


SOARING COST OF SARDINES 
THREATENS BUSINESS. 


Government Investigation and 
Setting of Prices by the Food Ad- 
ministration will Force Many 
Concerns to Suspend Operations, 
Fishermen Plan to Demand More 
Money for Catches. 


Faced with a government investi- 
gation on one hand and a demand of 
Japanese and Italian fishermen for 
higher prices for sardines on the 
other, the fish canneries at the har- 
ber may be compelled to close No- 
vember 1 unless both buying and 
selling prices are satisfactorily ad- 
justed in the meantime. 

Canned sardines and salmon were 
included in the list of commodities 
for which prices will be fixed by the 
Hoover administration of food dis- 
tribution under a recent order of 
President Wilson. All canneries 
must get a permit to operate after 
November 1, under direction of the 
Hoover commission. 

Last night over 500 Japanese fish- 
ermen held a meeting and decided 
upon a demand of $20 per ton for 
sardines. Italian fishermen made a 
similar demand last week. The price 
paid last season was $12. The Jap- 
anese also will demand $100 per ton 
for tuna next year and limit rhe sea- 
son to October 15. So far tuna has 
not been included in the govern- 
ment’s price-fixing campaign.

Refutation. 
UNIVERSAL IS FIRM. 


RUMOR OF SHUTTING SHOP IS 
EMPHATICALLY DENIED. 


By Grace Kingsley.) 

That the Universal Film Manu- 
facturing Company was never on 
more firm financial footihg than at 
present, but that it will mot con- 
tinué to manufacture for release 
several months ahead, as it has been 
doing, was the statement made yes- 
terday by W. Sistrom, western busl- 
ness manager of said firm. 

This statement was made in refu- 
tation of certain reports which have 
of late been circulating to the effect 
that Universal was being amalga- 
mated with other companies, that it 
was being absorbed, and even that 
the company was about to shut uD 
shop. The reports probably were 
due 
to the effect of the war tax and the 
oncoming of the rainy season, also 
to the fact the company is far 
ahead of its releases in the amount 
of productions on hand, has lately 
let out between thirty and forty 
stock people, while three directors 
have been given vacations of three 
or four weeks. 

“We have been operating a large 
number of companies all summer,” 
said Mr. Sistrom yesterday, “and we 
have now cut down to thirteen com- 
panies. Our decrease in manufac- 
turing activities has nothing to do 
with our releases, however, as we 
are ahead in production. For in- 
stance, a comedy made by Harry 
Carey this month will not be re- 
leased wntil next April. 

“There ts absolutely 
the story that Pathe is to take over 
any portion of Universal studio. 
Moreover, unless the effect of the 
war tax becomes much more serious 
than we at present calculate, we ex- 
pect to have the additional five com- 
panies back at work within a couple 
of months. Serials are taking the 
place of comedies, as we find them 
more popular.” 

As an evidence of Universal's 
financial good~health, Mr. Sistrom 
stated that between August 1 and 
the present time the company has 
expended between 375,000 and 
$100,000 on improvements in the 
studio. 

“In a nutshell, the matter stands 
thus,” gald Mr. Sistrom, “we have 
discontinued the policy of manufac- 
turing ahead, as we have been do- 
ing, since, in view of the war tax, 
we do not consider it expedient or 
economical to do so.” 

Following is a telegraphic state- 
ment from President Car] Laemmle 
received by Mr. Sistrom on Tuesday: 

Sistrom, Universal City: Un- 
til we know exactly how seriously 
the war tax is going to affect us, 
and until we are positively con- 
vinced that the exhibitors will co- 
operate in collecting the money 
from the public, we tntend to take 
advantage of the fact that we have 
accumulated the largest reserve 
stock of negative {n our career by 
laying off several feature companies 


The P.E.O. organization will meet \for about four weeks. This will not 


affect the production of serials, be- 
cause we are not far enough ahead 
on serial negatives to suspend pro- 
ducing them. The same thing of 
course applies to the Animated 
Weekly, the Current Events and the 
Universal Screen Magazine, because 
of the fact that it {se impossible to 
have a reserve supply of negatives 
on news events. 

“The fact that the cloudy and 
rainy seasons are about at hand 
helped us to arrive at this dectsion 
because, notwithstanding the recent 
costly additions at Universal City, 
we have not quite enough electri> 
light stages for all of our companies.

G8 AND BADGES AND THINGS. 
Public demonstration of loyalties is a 
matter to be regulated by individual tastes. 
This statement is very satisfactory to a 
certain class of practical persons. And it’s 
But at the present 
time public demonstration of loyalty is 
something more than a matter of taste; it 
Bas become a patriotic privilege. 

While readily concede thatthe in- 
ward and spiritual merit is the quality by 
which the worth of a profession must even- 
tually be judged, at the came time the out- 
ward and visible sign is valuable testimony 
in the presentation of the case. It won't 
do us any harm, and it may do others a 
lot of good, to carry around with us some 
public sign of our private convictions and 
sentiments. Especially when these are 
connected with lofty an object as de- 
votion to flag and country. More especially 
when that country is undergoing the ter- 
rible test of war. ae 

We, in America, have been accustomed 
to the wearing of badges and buttons and 
ribbons’ and to similar decorations on fes- 
tival and public occasions. To some super- 
cilious foreigners, indeed, this American 
propensity has been a theme for cheap 
satire and foolish ridicule. But these for- 
eigners must stand silent and abashed 
when they recognize that the same spirit 
previously manifested in the tag and the 
button and the coat-lapel-flag is the source 
of the noble sentiment, through American 
co-operation, destined to save for them 


their liberties from the most vigorous and. 


virulent autocracy ever arrayed against 
mankind. 

Even in our own land some superior peo- 
ple frown upon the badge and flag propa- 
ganda as something quite beyond the mark 
in our conduct of hostilities against so effi- 
cient an enemy. They tell us that draping 
automobiles with the Stars and Stripes, 
displaying enameled symbols of Old Glory 
in buttonholes and standing bare-headed 
when the band plays the “Star Spangled 
Banner” are but puerile devices for a sert- 
ous nation engaged in a serious life-or- 
death conflict. 

Like so many of the supersaplent, they 
are everlastingly wrong. Open confession 
of our faith in whatever cause we have en- 
listed is good for the soul. In no simpler 
‘Or more effective way can the average citi- 
zen, unable by force of cirsumstances to 
wear the fighting uniform of his country, 
spread the example of American consolida- 
tion than by openly displaying in some form 
or other his personal badge of loyalty. 
These things count enormously. They give 
expression of the feelings of the heart and 
are mute witnesses to the thousands who 
see them jon the streets, to whom in no 
other way the individual can appeal, of the 
patriotic fervor of the man or woman who 
displays them. Their psychological effect 
cannot be overestimated. 

The Times has never had any sympathy 
with those who scoff at the enthusiasm of 
human nature, even when somewhat extrav- 
agantly rendered. No cause ever suffered 
from overenthusiasm. Flags and badges 
and ribbons may not sink submarines or 
drive wedges into the Hin¢denburg line; but 
the thought of what those emblems stand 
for is the power behind the man behind the 
gun, and the display of these emblems keeps 
that thought invincibly In the ascendant. 

Of course the sign without the spirit is 
cold and dead. But the spirit without the 
sign is all too likely to go to sleep. 

Buy Liberty Bonds—all you can of them— 
and then wear the button where all can see 
it to show the slackers that you have done 
your patriotic duty. Affiliate yourself with 
the Red Cross Society and proudly display 
your badge of membership as a good exam- 


plé for others to follow. Have you a son 


or a brother enlisted in the armies of your 
country? Then let the service flag pro- 
claim the fact. Or are you but a silent 
partner in the nation’s heavy task? If you 
can do nothing more than stand behind 
Herbert Hoover by practicing home econ- 


| omy and adding a little in a cultivated back 


yard to the food supplies of the community, 
advertise your loyal citizenship by wearing 
the flag that is its symbol. 

That flags and badges and things are not 
in themselves prima facie evidence of & 
heart that is in the right place is as unde- 
niably true as the equally patent fact that 
“a man may smile and smile and be a vil- 
lain.” But smiles and goodness none the 
less, as a general rule, go together. And 
the evil smile is so obviousty false that a 
child can detect it. So the indifferent poser 
‘may wear a flag to cover up his lack of pa 
triotism—the plotting enemy may even use 
this means to disguise his wicked inten 
tions. These, however, are in an infinitest- 
mal minority. And the very pose and man- 
ner in which they try to carry off the de 
ception will inevitably give them away to 
the student of human nature. As a general 
rule you may take it for granted that the 
citizen who decorates his motor car with 
the colors of his country, who displays Old 
Glory on the front porch of his residence or 
wears a tiny flag or red, white and blue rib- 
bon in the lapel of his coat possesses the 
brand of patriotism to be relied upon tn a 
national emergency.

The 
power of its presence, its thought, its pur- 
pose is practically unlimited when united 
and directed by a great leader—one who is 
himself inspired, burning through and 
through with love for humanity and for 
God. ; 

However this crowd of people is brought 
together; whatever motives lead to their 
presence in the sawdust-sown tabernacle, 
they are here. A tremendous opportunity 
is placed within the grasp of the man on 
the platform; and a responsibility that is 
appalling to the sensitive soul rests with 
the leaders of this movement. Here are 
vital forces, the human will, the souls of 
men to be touched, moved, guided into bet- 
ter knowledge and understanding of them- 
selves, of life and of things of God.

“Give us men and we will feed the 
world. We want to do it and have the 
soil, the rolling stock and the know how.”

It has frequently been said that the State 
of California could do the thing (feed the 
world) {ff all the available land were cuiti- 
vated. The same reason is given for its 
not g done—lack of farm workers and 


prohibitive wages for what are available. 
The truth is that Americans for many years | 
past have not been ranch laborers. Call- 


fornia never had enough farm workers to 
develop the resources of the State and, 
now that the war is on, the conditions are 
far worse. e 

Tf this war ts to be won it will be by 
putting a foree against the enethy suffi- 
ciently strong to overcome them in battle. 
They have first to be conquered, then told 
upon what terms peace may be had. To 
do this requires men, money and supplies. 
We have the men, but even if we have the 

oney ![t is of little use if we cannot buy 
the prime necessity—food—not only for 
ourselves, but for our Allies; not only for 
our soldiers and sailors. but the millions 
at home who must eat also. 

This is not possible without sufficient 
man power on the farm. The farmers of 
New York, Ohlo and other States say— 
and if they do not know, who does—that it 
can be easily done if they have the tndis- 
pensable man power, 
we choose to get it. Men from other coun-

tries can be brought to this country. All 


immigration laws can be suspended during 
the war. Foreigners can be brought here 
under contract lasting for a fixed time, to 
be deported when the time comes. They 
can be handled with military accuracy. 
They will do no harm. They will not take 
the place of American laborers because 
there are few Americans engaged in that 
kind of work. Eighty-five per cent. of the 
people realize this fact, but the other 15 
‘per cent. object upon the ground that it fs 
contrary to the rules and principles of or- 
ganized fabor. The labor unions are or- 
ganized, the rest of the people are not upon 
this question: The politicians are more 
afraid of organized unions than they are 
of the unorganized voters who outnumber 
them five to one. 

But just now we are engaged in a ter- 
‘rible war that must be won at all costs. 
Food is ah indispensable necessity. It can 
be produced. Old men, women and school 
children will not be successful. The sav- 
ing of food by all the people practicing self- 
denial is constantly urged by Mr. Hoover. 
The substitution of one kind of food for 
another, the attempt to regulate the market 
price, etc., all help. But the refusal to 
produce the entire amount for all concerned 
because the means necessary are not what 
we like is like a man refusing to put out 
a fire that is burning his home because he 
does not like the brand of the hose he has 
to use. 

Enough Chinamen can be imported to do 
the work necessary to produce all the food 
that must be had to win this war. They 
can be brought here mobilized like an army, 
and when they are no longer needed dis- 
charged, so to speak, and sent back to 
China. Their work can be so restricted 
that they will not in any way interfere with 
the members of the labor unions. They 
will reduce the cost of living and that will 
be a benefit to members of the labor unions 
as well as other consumers. 

If we did not have enough farming uten- 
sils and could not make them, and China 
had a supply, who would objec: to sending 
to China for them? Possibly the farming 
implement manufactuters who would be 
getting big prices on aecount of the scar- 
city. 

It is little enough for China to furnish 
the necessary laborers to take the place of 
our fighting men. They would be subject 
to orders the same as an army of soldiers. 
The result would be an unlimited supply of 
food, which our government would obtain 
at cost for our army and the armies of our 
Allies, thus materially reducing the vast 


War is war and we must win 
and we have to do things that we do not 
like and that We may not-approve of, but 
we must win. 

It is far better to get all the food neces- 
sary out of the ground than to take part 
of it out of the months of our women and 
children. The sooner our food supply is 
unlimited the sooner will victory come, the 
victory that will compel the Germans to 
feed the Belgians and rehabilitate their 
country. : 

War organizations are almost without 
number, but the people should rise in their 
might and demand that sentimental notions 
and. union-laborite dogmas be brushed 
aside. To stand in the way of food pro- 
duction at this time is to oppose the war 
as much as by being a slacker or a pacifist. 
Get the workers—find the producers—put 
man power on the soil! That should be 
the slogan. Open the door to Chinese 
help—that ts the thing to do!

|Pledge Campaign Begins in 
| Earnest in County. 


Organization of Los Angeles coun- 
ty for food-pledge week, October 29 
to November 4, was effected with a 
rush yesterday when nearly 100 
women, called by telephone from 
every town in the county, assembled 
at No. 719 South Hill street, were 
given instructions and advice, and 
returned to their home pla to 
organize local committees, of which 
they will act as chairinen. 


Charles H. Langmuir, who has 
been appointed by Herbert C. Hoov- 
er, manager of the campaign in 
Southern California, and J. H. An- 
drews, national field representative 
of the Campaign Committee of the 
Federal food administration, gave 
the instructions which will guide the 
women in their drive for food con- 
servation in the homes. Organizers’ 
Ynanuals were distributed to all who 
attended the meeting; also samples 
of the pledge and home cards which 
are being sent throughout the State. 
Sixty thousand of these cards were 
mailed yesterday from the local 
headquarters to the various coun- 
ties of Southern California. 

The organization effected vester- 
day was for emergency and will con- 
tinue in existence only during the 
next ten days. The campaign will 
be conducted in much the same way 
as the Liberty Loan and Red Cross 
“drives,” the committee chairmen 
— to headquarters here each 
ay. 

Beginning next Monday house-to. 
house visits will be made by the 
members of all the committees, and 
housewives will be asked to sign 
the cards pledging them to carry 
out the directions and advice of the 
food administrator in their homes. 
These directions explain the neces- 
sity of economy in various kinds of 
foods and tell how economy can be 
effected without any ning of a 
wholesome diet. 

“Every woman who handles food 
should be pledged to food conserva- 
tion,””’ Mr. Langmuir told the gath- 
ering yesterday. “Let us_make Cali- 
fornia the banner State In this food- 
pledge campaign,” he urged. “En- 
thusiasm and energetic efforts on 
your part will give a like spirit to 
your aides, See that your district 
is thoroughly pledged.”

DAMAGE SUIT DISCLOSES NEW 
DETAILS OF COLDISION. 


Brakes Would not Hold and 
Tong line of Freight Cars its 
Shot Down Steep Grade from 
Beaumont — Brakeman’s Widow 
Alleges Company Negligent. 


The sensational events following 
the coasting of a Southern Pacific 
freight waitin down seven-mile 
grade between Beaumont and Caza- 
zan July 24 last, will be vividly de- 
scribed when the $50,000 damage 
suit of Mrs, Leona B. Cromwell for 
the death of her husband, Frank D. 
Cromwell, head brakeman, .is told 
at the trial. The complaint was filed 
yesterday through Attorney E. B. 
Drake and barely outlines the trag- 
edy. 
The train, hauling forty-one cars, 
was in charge of Engineer Harri- 
son Kelley. At Beaumont the road- 
bed drops 3000 feet down to Caba- 
zan. Mr. Drake expects to show 
that the engineer shut off the steam 
and began to coast down the grade 
and the heavy train rapidly gath- 
ered momentum. 
The engineer found that the air 
did not work, and the train boomed 
along, giving warning to the engi- 
neer of a locomotive standing on the 
track at Cabazan, who jumped into 
the engine and opened the throttle, 
but the runaway was coming too 
fast. The freight struck the engine 
and in a moment the track was lit- 
tered with the wreck of both en- 
gines and the long line of freight 
cars. 
The engineers and firemen of. the 
two engines jamped before the 
crash. Mr. Cromwell and the sec- 
ond brakemen, bravely setting 
brakes, lost their lives. The oil 
caught fire and flames from the 
burning cars were observed at On- 


The contention of Mrs. Cromwell 
is that the brakes were defective 
because of the failure of the air and 
that the company was negligent.

Attorney Asserts that the Fact 
of a Trustee Being Indicted by 
Grand Jury Does not Prevent 
Him from Taking Part in the 
Board’s Deliberations. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
VENICE, Oct. 25.—The question 
as to whether or not Venice actual- 
ly has an executive government at 
this time is agitating the minds of 
Venice citizens, following the ar- 
rest last night of Trustee and For- 
mer Mayor Edward A. Gerety and 
the indictment of other former city 
officials by the grand jury. Although 
Trustee Alfred F. McDonald is of 
the opinion, shared by many, that 
the arrest of Mr. Gerety automati- 
cally suspends him from the Board 
of Trustees, his law partner, Judge 
Samuel J. Crawford of Santa Monica 
township, today came out with the 
statement that until he was tried 
and found guilty, any pubile officer 
continues in office, no matter upon 
what charge he is jndicted, and that 
in view of this fact, there is still a 
quorum whereby the Trustees can 
carry on the business of the city. 
If Mr. Gerety returns to the board 
pending his trial, he, with Trustees 
McDonald and Lutz, will constitute 
“a Guorum whereby the affairs of the 
city may be administered Mntil aft- 
er the recall election on November 
27. This would mean that Chief 
Bert Reynolds of the Venice 
police department, who was given 
extensive control over the amuse- 
ments, games, concessions, rooming- 
houses and cafes by a series of three 
resolutions presented by Trustee Mc- 


Donald at last Mondav’s meeting, 
would still be controlled by the 
hoard, instead of virtually being 


the dictator of the city until after 
the election or until a Trustee is 
named by the Governor or the At- 
torney-General. 
Although the meeting of the Trus- 
tees adjourned from Tuesday morn- 
ing to this morning was to have tak- 
en place, no attempt was made by 
the two remaining Trustees to get 
together, it seeming to be a fore- 
gone conclusion that there would be 
no quorum, hence no meeting. 
THE REASON WHY. 
The reason why the Venice room- 
ing-house ordinance, supposed to 
have passed its second reading at 
the last stormy meeting of the Trus- 
tees, was not printed in a local pa- 
per yesterday, has come to light. It 
was because the ordinance had nev- 
er passed its first reading three 
weeks ago, having been tabled aft- 
er the reading was begun because 
the language of the ordinance was 
not deemed best to be read before 
the mixed audience present. 
In the general excitement of the 
last meeting of the board, when 
Mayor J. J. Lewis and Trustee My- 
ron J. Carr resigned, the ordinance 
was passed for what was supposed 
to be the second reading, but after 
the clerk had been instructed to 
give it to the paper for official print- 
ing, the error was discovered and 
the ordinance held up. 
When he learned last night that 
the ordinance had nat been printed: 
Chief Bert Reynolds of the Venice 
police department immediately de- 
clared that he would start an inves- 
tgation.

AWYERS HAVE FIELD 
WHILE FOOD LASTS. 


SUPREME COURT JUSTICE DOES 
NOT FEAR CROWDED BAR, 


“There Can be as Many Attorneys 
in Community as Can Eat, and 
no More,” He Says—Local Ass§o0- 
ciation Dinner Brings Out De- 
fense of Profession. 


“There can be as many lawyers in 
a community as can eat-——and no 
more,’ declared Supreme Court Jus- 
tice M. C. Sloss at the semi-annual 
dinner given last evening to the St- 
preme Court justices by the s An- 
geles Bar Association at the Alex- 
andria Hotel. There were’ 245 mem- 
bers of the association present. 

Justice Sloss stated the increase 
in the number of disbarments is the 
method nature employs to eliminate 
the surplus attorneys. The justice 
suggested a periodical examination 
of lawyers for the weeding out of the 
unfit. This should apply to the bar 
exglusively, he said, and not to the 
bench. 

He said the Los Angeles Bar As- 
sociation has shown itself above all 
others in California in regard to ac- 
tive and energetic measures taken 
to eliminate incompetent and crooked 
attorneys. 

Commenting on the law’s delay, 
Osear Lawler stated the bar itself 
was largely responsible for procras- 
tination in the courts, He urged 
members to work together asa unit, 
and declared that “we cannot com- 
mand the respect of others unless we 
respect ourselves.” 

“Why is it that the United States 
Supreme Court does not require an 
urmy or a navy to enforce its deci- 
‘sions’ asked Mr. Lawler. “Because 
deep down in the Anglo-Saxon heart 
there is a great respect for the 
power of the law. Think of the fam- 
ily Secrets that are imposed in the 
attorneys, and the millions of doMars 
that pass through him in the 
course of our business life. Yet we 
hear only of tsolated cases where 
bad faith or breach of’ confidence 
is shown.” 

Edwin Meserve regretted the fail- 
ure of the Legislature to pass the 
bill that would have created a com- 
mission of lawyers to determine all 
matters of examinations and dis- 
harments. He declared the place to 
begin disbarment was at the portal, 
when the applicant sought admit- 
tance.

If You Den't Sleep. 

If you don't sleep well, don't 
worry about it. Your lack of sleep 
isn't going to kill you or drive you 
insane, That is the substance of 
the advice given by a doctor writing 
in the American Magazine. 

It is advice that a good many 
How often 
do you hear someone apprehensively 
complaining that he lies awake “all 
night." The chances are that he 
only thinks he was awake all night, 
and that in reality he got several 
hours of sleep between the spells of 
wakefulness. But even if he was 
wakeful, it is nothing to be alarmed 
about. Especially is it nothing to 
warrant taking medicine. : 

The way to get over insomnia is 
to pay no attention to it and not to 
talk about it. Sleep is largely a 
matter of hat. It depends on liv- 
ing rationally and going to bed at a 
regular time. You are likely to be 
wakeful if you stir yourself up in 
the evening. If you work at night 
or get deeply interested in anything. 
you find it difficult to relax. That 
is the chief reason for wakefulness 
after a party. The excitement of 
the crowd interferes with sleep. The 
ideal way is to taper off the day's 
activities as evening comes. 

“The quality of the night,” Dr. R. 
H. Cabot says, “depends on the qual- 
ity of the day. Routine, peaceful 
activity of mind and body, oatdoor 
air and exercise make for good 
sleep. Daily emotional strains, such 
as worry, discontent, remorse, fear, 
anger, excitement, upset the night 
as well.” That is, if you have a 
bad day yam are likely to have a 
bad night. Control the day, and the 
night is likely to take care of itself.

Men are Disgruntled at Way 
Affair is Handled. 


Ousting of Demanded 
by Mill-workers. 


Carpenters’ Union Supports 
Ultimatum Given. 


Last 
night the unionized carpenters held 
a Seneral meeting with the striking 
millworkers and cabinet-makers for 
the express purpose of assisting them 
in kicking out the Strike Commit- 
tee that came down from the north 
to show the Los Angeles union men 
how to get their rights. 


It was a moral courage meeting. 
The carpenters were invited to be on 
hand with sufficient courage to keep 
the millworkers from “throwing up 
the sponge and going back to work. 
The striking millworkers declared 
last night that unless the organizers 
Who have been mismanaging their 
strike were thrown out and replaced 
by a-committee selected from the 
ranks of the local Millworkers Un- 
lon they would break their strike 
and return to their jobs. 


late in the day as is evident from the 
fact that practically all of the 
mechanics who struck at the Ham- 
mond Lumber Company mills have 
either gone back to work or have 
spoken for employment next Mon- 
day morning. 

Weakness in the union system is 
apparent, because the Hammond 
strikers numbered seventy, and that 
mill was more strongly unionized 
than all the others. This group of 
men refused, a few days ago, to in- 
dorse the methods pursued by the 
Strike Committee in conducting the 
prerent campaign. 

The breaking away ¢f the Ham- 
mond strikers is taken as an indica- 
tion that the backbone of the strike 
has been broken. The mill owners 
aesert that the strikers are still re- 
turning to their jobs in the respec- 
tive plants from day to day, and it 
is asserted that there are less than 
150 mill mechanics now out on 
strike. This is a pretty feeble of- 
fensive when one stops to consider 
that there 
mill mechanics working tn Los Aa- 


geles. 
RUN AGAINST SNAG. 


Just how the Carpenters’ Tntfon 
can dip into’ the millworkers strike 
without getting “in wrong” with the 
United States Department of Labor 
is more than the mill owners can 
figure out. A few weeks ago, in re- 
turn for an increase in pay, the tin- 
lonized carpenters signed papers 
with Federal mediators, agreeing to 
make no demands upon their em- 
ployers and interfere in no way with 
production during the next nine 
months. 

Sixty union carpenters who were 
working for Leonard & Peck struck 
on five jobs the other day, charging 
that the contractors had violated an 
agreement with Federal mediators 
by not paying $5 a day on new work 

For a short time the contractors 
had a lively time of It. The strikers 
went out and picketed the jobs. At 
a garage which is being built at No: 
$42 South Hope street, the strikers 
went in and started to rough things 
up a bit. C. L. Peck, president of 
the Master Builders’ Association, 
sent in a call for the police, but 
hefore the patrol wagon arrived the 
strikers had scattered and there was 
not a ruffian in sight. 

When this strike began there were 
only three men left on the five jobs. 
Mr. Peck stated last night thai prac- 
tically all of the strikers have since 
then gone back to their jobs, and 
that he has been able to fill all the 
vacancies with capable mechanics. 
“We didn’t sign an agreement with 
the mediators,”’ says Mr. Peck, “and 
therefore we violated no arrange- 
ment. The carpenters were simply 
misled by a bunch of agitators. We 
voluntarily raised the pay of our 
men from $4 to $4.50 per day, and 
we may raise the pay again in the 
near future, but we won't be forced 
to raise it. We can conduct ovr 
business without being dictated to 
by our employees.

URGES UNIONIZATION. 


Wednesday night the metal work- 
ers and mechanics of Los Angeles,
